HOUSEHOLD HINTS.

Itics PcDDnro. One cnp of lice,
vhioh should be soaked over night in
enongh water to cover it ; six eggs, pne

flv6 sweet milk.cnp white sugar, quarts
Bake two hours, stirring often till near-
ly done ; flavor with nutmeg.

Tomato Lily. Take one peck green
tomatoes, out them in slices and sprin-
kle with salt ; put them in a jar and
press them tight ; let them remain over
night. Next morning drain through a
colander; add to them twelve onions,
sliced, one and a half ounces black pep-
per, a teaspoon of red pepper, one ounce
mustard, one-four-th pound mustard

one pound of brown sugar, one
ounce cloves, one ounce of allspice.
Put in a kettle, cover them with good
vinegar, and boil till tender.

Givgeb Cake, Plain ajo Good.
Into two quarts of flour rub well a tea-spoon-

of soda, and when well mixed,
two teaspoonfuls of cream tartar ; then
cither powdered cloves or ginger to
taste cut fine. To one teacnpful of but-
ter, or lard and butter mixed, add two
teacupfnls of molasses. If too stiff,
add a little more molasses ; if too soft,
add flour until of the proper consis-
tency to roll out. Cut in round cakes,
and bake in a quick oven. Cloves and
no ginger make a delightful cake.

A SrusTiTCTB fob Coffee. Grape
stones are said to be a better substitute
for coffee than chickory is. When roasted
and ground, they are said to possess an
aroma very much like that of Exist India
coffee, and the beverage obtained there-
from is about the same as coffee in taste,
though inferior in quality. The beve-
rage furnished by many of the restau-
rants is very far from being " about the
same as coffee in taste," and it is pro-
bable that a decided improvement could
be made on the present article by the
use of grape stone.

To Remote Ibojt Rust. Wet the
ppot with cold water and place the cloth
in tbo sunshine. Then mix equal quan-
tities of cream tartar and table salt,
and sprinkle the mixture upon it until
the dampness has absorbed a great deal,
then lay on enough to hide the spot.
Wet the spot with cold water every half
hour, and, if the stain is then seen,
cover it again with the cream tartar and
salt. Keep it in the sunshine, and con-
tinue these applications till the stain is
gone if recently contracted, two or
three applications will remove it.

Coffee with Bbick. Chiccory is
paid to contain properties positively in-
jurious to the health. Yet ground
coffee, as sold by grocers, is often adul-
terated with the substance, and many
persons insist that it improves the fla-
vor of the coffee. We are informed, in
a recent work on coffee, that the coffee
dealer adulterates his coffee with chic-
cory to increase his profits ; the chicco-
ry dealer adulterate j his chiccory with
Venetian red to please the eye of the
coffee dealer ; and lastly, the Venetian
red manufacturer grinds up his color
with brick-dus- t, that by its greater
cheapness, and the variety of shades
he offers, he may secure the patronage
of the trade in chiccory.

Watering HorsE-PLAifT- The Eng-
lish Garden is inclined to dispute
the rule that water should be given in
moderately small quantities, ard sup-
plied frequently. If the causes of
failure where plants are cultivated in
windows are minutely investigated, the
Cribbing system of watering would be
found to be the principal cause. A
plant ought not to be watered until it
is in a fit condition to receive a liberal
supply of that element, having pre-
viously secured a good drainage, in
order that all superabundant water may
be quickly carried off. Those who are
constant dribbing a moderately small
quantity of water upon their plants will
not have them in a flourishing condi-
tion for any length of time. This must
be obvious to all, for it is quite evident
that the moderately small quantity of
water frequently given would keep the
surface of the soil moist, while at thesame time, from the effects of good
drainage, which is essential to the well-bein- g

of all plants in an artificial state,
all the lower roots wou'd perish fer
want of water, and the plant would be-cm- 3

sickly and eventually die.

Habdentvg Steel Tools, Etc. The
following secret, unpatented composi-
tion, suggested by the chemist Knlicke,
has been employed with success at
Saarbrucken for restoring burned steel
to its primitive condition, and as it af-
fords a peculiar hard metal, it is also
used for tempering steel tools that are
too soft, or may become so by use, as
chisels, saw-blade- s, etc. Although
rather expensive, it is really an eco-
nomical treatment where large numbers
of steel tools are used. Burned steel
heated to a cherry red, and forged
somewhat on an anvil, is plunged into
a well mixed doughy mass, in a box
near by, composed of tartaric acid, 6
ounces; cod oil, 30 ounces; charcoal
powder, 2 ounces ; bone black, 8 ounces ;
beef tallow, 10 ounces ; yellow prussiate
of potash, 5 ounces, and burned harts-
horn, 3 ounces, and is then completely
cooled in water. Steel tools are simi-
larly treated. Small articles of cast-iro-

such as wheel-boxe- s, axle-bearin-

etc, may be successfully case-harden-

by being plunged red hot into a mixture
of 10 buckets of nrine, 5 pounds of
whitening, and 4 pounds of salt.

How to Cook a Beefsteak. A beef-
steak is always best broiled; but thefollowing method is recommended whenbroiling is not convenient : The frying
pan being wiped dry, place it upon theetove to become hot. In the mean timepepper and salt the steak, then lay iton the hot, dry pan aud instantly coverm tightly as possible. When the raw
flesh touches the heated pan, of courseit seethes and adheres to it, but in afew seconds it becomes loosened and
juicy. Every half-minu- te turn theBteak, but be careful to keep it as muchas possible under cover. When nearlvdone lay a small piece of butter uponit, and if you want much gravy add a
table-spoonf- ul of strong coffee. Thismakes the most delicious, delicately
broiled steak, full of juice, vet retain-
ing all the healthy, beefy flavor thatany John Bull could require. Thename method may be applied to mutton
chops or ham, only they require morecooking to prevent them from beingrare. An excellent bogravy may madeby adding a little cream, thickened bva pinch of flour, into which, when offtlie fire and partially cool, stir the yolkof an egg well beaten.

TiTRBrreEr BrsivEss ix NEW Mexico.Armijo A-- Baca of Albuquerque, NewMexico, who are the largest Up-rai- aers in America, own a flock of overhalf a million, and use a pasture of 300miles square. The family have beenin the business of raising sheep andBending them east for several genera-
tions. The industry in New Mexico is
immense. The family claims nearly
two million head of sheep. The ani-
mals are herded in flocks numbering
about 3,000 each, and room in the open
air, they ear round, with shepherds anddogs to look out for them. The In-
dians take a thousand of them occa-
sionally for food, but never to slaugh-
ter them wantonly, and a few hundredhead are not missed. The animals cliponly about two pounds to the fleece,but the wool is fine. Mr. Armijo isnow driving great herds of these sheepto Colorado, and he says that the territo-ry and Kansas can hereafter supply the
Wmi muttn and wool, if theywill. The wool business in New Mex-
ico has proved very profitable in somecases. A man, for example, bought ofArmijo & Baca 4,500 sheep for $2 eachthree years ago, for which he now hasto show 20,000, worth $40,000, to saynothing of the profits on wool, mean-
time.

Conceit does not depend on the rela
tion between a man s true value ana nis
estimate of his value. If so, it would
be scarcely possible for some great men
to be conceited at all. If Shakespeare,
for example, had guessed only one-ha-lf

of tne trutn aoout xumseu, u ne una
known that the minutest details of his
life and writings were to be discussed
in all civilized languages, that his in-

fluence would revolutionize foreign lit-
eratures, centuries after Ls death, and
that Ben Johnson and Fletcher would
appear to his posterity as mere pigmies
by his side, he would have been thrown
off his balance by sheer astonishment.
Such, incense would have been too
strong for any moral brain. And in
this sense it is almost impossible for
any man of genius to be conceited.
Nobody, however brilliant his promise,
can be confident that he will draw one
of the stupendous prizes in the vast
lottery of life. A young man who
should say, I will be a Shakespeare, or
a Dante, or a Homer, would either be,
or be in the way of becoming, a fool.
Genius must so far be unconscious that
it can scarcely dare to recognize its own
superlative merit, and yet a man may
conceivably be overpowered even by a
revelation of only a part of his own
glory.

In another sense genius must be
necessarily more or less unconscious.
Newton is supposed to have said that
his mathematical excellence was due to
nothing but to his having labored more
perseveringly than others. And the
theory has been packed into a formula
that genius is nothing but an infinite
capacity for taking trouble. In spite of
the great names which may be adduced
in behalf of this doctrine, we venture
to think that the source of the fallaay is
transparent. We will not dwell upon
the fact, which is sufficiently obvious,
that a capacity for endurance is just as
rare and valuable an endowment as the
capacity for immediate insight ; and
that a man, for example, who can keep
his mind fixed upon a mathematical
problem for many hours together, as
Newton is said to have done, has one of
the rarest of powers. But the argu-
ment is more vitally defective. Newton
saw that, by allowing his mind to dwell
upon certain problems, they gradually
became clear to him, and that the
longer he could attend to them the
clearer his mind became. In other
words, since his success in the mathe-
matical operations varied as the amount
of labor bestowed npon them, he as
sumed that the labor was the one es-

sential element of success. But ob-

viously it does not follow that the same
amount of labor from a feeble brain
would produce equal effects. The
length of time during which a
problem was exposed to the action
of his intellectual disgestion was
one condition of his success; but
so was the vigor of the digestion for a
given time. In short, Newton could
compare his own mental operations, and
pronounce those to have been most
fruitful which were most laborious ; but
he could not look into the mind of an-

other man, and see by comparison how
slow and blundering was his reasoning
machinery in comparison with his own.

We are all liable to make mistakes of
this kind, in one way or the other. We
fancy that a man of genius has accom-
plished success by a lucky hit, because
we cannot at all realize the faculty with
which he can at a given moment com-
mand all the resources of his mind.
And, in revenge, the man of genius
attributes to obstinacy or idleness what
is the result of good, plain, honest
stupidity. Each of us can only have
direct experience of the working of one
mind; and we naturally assume, till
the contrary has been forced upon ua,
that all other minds are cast in the same
mold. Perhaps it would be as well if,
for a brief period of his life, everybody
was condemned to be a school-maste- r or
a crammer, in order that he might more
or less fathom the stupendous abysses
of human stupidity. Meanwhile it is
easy to understand how a Newton or a
Pascal, to whom propositions ordinarily
reached by long processes of calculation
appear to be self-evide- nt truths, may be
unconscious of the difference between
himself and his fellows. It does not
ooour to them that men can be so blind
as not to see in broad daylight, and it is
easy to imagine that they are willfully
closing their eyes. London Saturday
Review.

The Sun's Crust.
Prof. Charles A. Young caused consid-

erable discussion at the American sci-
ence association's meeting at Portland,
lately, by some unique theories regard-
ing the sun. The eruptions which are
continually occurring on its surface
render probable the supposition that
there is a crust of some kind which re-
tains the imprisoned gases, and through
which they force their way in jets, with
great violence. According to Prof.
Young, this crust may consist of a more
or less continuous sheet of descending
rain that is, a downfall of the con-
densed vapors of those materials which
we know, from the spectroscope, exist
in the sun. The continuous efflux of
the solar heat is equivalent to the sup-
ply that would be developed by the con-
densation, from steam to water, of a
layer of about five feet thick over the
whole surface of the sun, every minute
of time. As this tremendnous rain de
scends. the velocity of the falling drops
would be retarded by the resistance of
the denser gases underneath ; the drops
would coalesce until a continuous sneet
would be formed ; and these sheets
would unite and form a sort of bottom-
less ocean, resting on the compressed
vapors beneath, and pierced by innu-
merable bubbles. It would have an
approximately constant depth, because
it would turn to vapor at the bottom as
rapidly as it grew at the surface ; though
probably, the thickness of this crust
would continually increase at a slow
rate, and its whole diameter crrow less.
In other words. Dr. Young would regard
the sun as an enormous bubble, whose
walls are steadily thickening and its di
ameter ever lessening, in proportion to
the loss of heat.

The Value of Sewage.
Commenting on the sewage ques-

tion, and notably with reference to the
utilization of the waste sou from Liver
pool sewers, a writer in Iron estimates
that a town of 100,000 inhabitants pro-
duces fertilizing material to the value
of $250,000 per annum. In the above
mentioned city, it is considered that
the sewage, if properly utilized, would
be worth fully 750,000 a year. The
entire population of Ureal is itain, witli
all her colonies, is about 75,000,000
souls, and each person produces annu
ally about two and a half dollars worth
of valuable material. Hence the aggre
gate amount is valued at 8187,500,000,
a sum equal to the jointa nnual yield of
the Australian and Californian gold
mines. Applying this vast total to ag-

ricultural purposes, it would produce
fully ten times its value in breadstuff's,
beef, milk, butter, and all kinds of veg-
etable and animal food. The United
States contain about 40,000,000 people,
and hence $100,000,000 worth of useful
substance is yearly wasted ; a sum, it is
hardly necessary to say, which, if added
to the finances of the country, would
lessen the chances of lntnre panics and
aid materially in paying off the national
debt.

Slako. In his recently -- published
diary, Moscheles records an amusing
instance of the perplexities which
" slang" causes to learners of English.
"To-day,- " he writes, "I was asked at
dessert which fruit of those on the
table I would prefer. Some sneers,' I
replied, ingenuously. The company
first of all were surprised, and then
burst into laughter when they guessed
the process by which I had arrived at
the expression.

were synonymous."

Large Legislatures.
In reply to requests from Pennsylva-

nia for information respecting the prac-
tical results of large membership in
legislative bodies, the governors of New
Hampshire, Vermont and Connecticut
have written brief letters, in which
they concur in the opinion that it is a
great safeguard against bribery and cor-
ruption. The New Hampshire house of
representatives consists of 3C0 members.
Gov. Straw writes : "There has never
been any corruption charged in our
house of representatives." Gov. Jewell,
of Connecticut, says : "In my opinion,
a large number of representatives is a
certain guard against corruption ;" and
he goes on to say : "I am proud to
say there never has been any corrup-
tion of the legislature. What is true
of this, is equally true, I think, of all
the New England states." Gov. Con-
verse, of Vermont, writes : " We have
often attempted to reduce the number
of representatives, but we have always
failed. The main ground of failure
and I think so, too is the security it
gives us against corruption. I think
to-da- y the reasoning against lessening
the number is stronger than at any
prior period in the history of the state.
The experience of some of the sister
states, for a few years past, I think,
has irrevocably established the wisdom
of our policy in the minds of the peo-
ple. I most heartily concur in this
opinion, that it prevents fraud and cor-
ruption."

Covering for Steam-Pipe- s.

A new method of covering steam-pipe- s
is applied in the Saarbrucken

District, Germany. A coat of thin
loam W8sh is first given to increase the
adhesion of the mass. The composi-
tion consists of equal parts of loam or
clay, free from sand and brickdust,
with an addition of cow hair. This is
well mixed up and put round the pipe
in a hot state. For better securing this
coating pieces of board ten inches loDg
are iaia aiong tne wnoie lengtn of tne
pipes and fastened by thin iron wire.
After applvinp: the loam wash again to
the dried masses tiil all the cracks have
disappeared, the pipes receive another
coating of the mass until thev feel
quite cool, which will be attained after
the mass has been laid on to the thick-
ness of from five to six inches. A coat
of linseed oil and cement is finally
given. This method answers at pres-
ent all requirements, the covering be-
ing 'perfectly air-tig- ht and free from
cracKs. Tne mass is not hygroscopic,
a property mating it ail tne more suit
able for pipes in the open air. The
cost of the covering per foot of eight
inch pipe is twelve cents.

gree. The first effect, however, of a
small quantity of reflected light a
quantity that would just enable one
with good eyes to read ordinary print
is to Lighten the color of cream during
an exposure of thirty-si- x or forty-eig- ht

hours. As soon as the quantity of light
allowed to fall upon milk is increased
beyond the small amount named, its in-

fluence is soon manifested upon the
cream ; causing it to become sour sua
stale, lose color and flavor, and if the
light is strong its surface is soon covered
with mold and pimples, where the same
milk standing in a more shaded position
will be all right. The conclusion is
that too much light is doubtless often
the cause of faulty butter ; and even af-

ter it is manufactured, butter,, like
cream, will soon fade if exposed to the
light, even though it may be covered
with brine.

Value of Manures. The economies
of the manure- - heap are very little un-
derstood among farmers generally.
They are all aware of the importance of
having plentiful stores of fertilizing
material" but few know how to make the
most of the capital they possess. A
New York farmer, after puzzling over
the problem for a number of years, de-
clares that the following method of pro-cedeu- re

had doubled his manurial re-

sources : Select an elevated position in
some field where the manure is to be
used, and, with the aid of the plow and
shovel, make a long, narrow trench, say
6 or 7 inches deep and 2 or 3 feet wide ;
throw the dirt out on the upper side
of the trench. This trench may be
made at any time, bnt one such must al-

ways be prepared just before winter,
say in the early part of November.
Next, in cleaning the stables, always
shovel immediately into the car or wag-
on and haul at once to the trench, where
it may be dropped in a manner most
convenient for covering. Then cover
the manure as soon as possible with
earth taken from either side of the
trench, until the manure is covered with
twice its bulk of earth. The drier the
earth and the more pulverized, the bet-
ter. Let the earth cover all the ma-
nure as effectually as possible, to arrest
all the gasses arising from decomposing
rianure. The main principle ef this
process is the well-know-n quality which
earth possesses of "fixing " or holding
and retaining gasses, a property now
applied beneficially in earth closets, etc.
The earth retains these gasses, which
are the vital fertilizing properties, un-
til the plant root comes in contact with
it. This fertilizing earth is very dura-
ble, as "nothing is lost" indeed, its ef-

fects have been plainly visible on the
spot where it had been spread, 29 years
before.

The Latest Triumph of Legerdemain.

"Prof." Hartz is executing "a box
trick" before large New York audiences,
that is a triumph of the necromancer's
art and beats anything yet done by the
spirit performers. We quote the story
of it from the Tribune : The professor
steps forward, carrying a thick green
rug probably ten feet square. The semi-
circular stage was covered with a heavy
Brussels carpet, and at the back between
the pillars were hung crimson curtains.
The professor said that he had heard it
alleged that he had a confederate un-
derneath the stage, and to show that
this was not trne spread the rug npon
the carpet, after satisfying the specta-
tors that is was uncut. An unpainted
box, about 12 feet long and 17 inches
deep and wide, was then carried upon
the stage and put down in the center of
the rug. It had a turn-ov- er lid, fast-
ened at the back with three common
iron hinges, and two stout iron hasps
fitted to two staples driven into the front
of the box. A few air-hol- es had been
bored through the top and sides. The
box had been put together with clinched
nails, the ends being bound with sheet-iro- n.

Three gentlemen from the audi-
ence stepped upon the stage at the pro-
fessor's request, and having given the
box a thorough examination, bound it
round and round in expert fashion,
tying a multiplicity of curious knots at
every possible place. Even the rope-handl- es

were made use of, and the hasps,
after being placed over the staples,
were securely fastened by taking a turn
through the latter. A narrow red rib-
bon was tied tightly about the first knot
and sealed with sealing wax. A canvas
cover in the shape of a Roman cross
was placed around the box, and the
committee bound this around with an-

other rope, sealing the knot as in the
other case. The professor's assistant,
a full-grow- n man, divested himself of
his coat and waistcoat, and submitted
to have a long tight-fittin- g sack of thin
muslin drawn over his head and body.
Then, lying npon the box on his back,
he drew in his legs so as to enable the
professor to pet a good grip on the open
end. One of the committee tied this
tightly with his own handkerchief, and
it was farther secured by another piece
of ribbon, which was sealed. Three
common screens were then placed around
the box, and the professor and his other
assistant and the committee stepped
aside. This was at 9:30 exactly. Two
minntes later a rapping was heard, the
screens were removed, and the muslin
sack was seen lying empty upon the
box. All the seals were unbroken.
The committee undid the ropes and
lifted the lid of the box, and the man
who had been tied up in the sack stepped
out, looking none the worse, except for
a flushed face, of his close quarters.
The professor had in vain offered $1000
to any one who could take it out with
out breaking the seal, cutting the mate-
rial, or ripping the seams. He dis-
claims any spiritualistic aid. It is cer-
tainly a much more wonderful "illusion"
than any which spiritualists have here-
tofore produced, and is far more diffi
cult f performance, apparently, than
the cabinet trick of the Davenport
brothers.

Measuring Corn.
The foundation of all thevariousrules

for nieaturing corn in bulk rests upon
the following simple principles : 1.
The height, length, and width, multi-
plied together give the cubic contents
of any solid, or if it is a hollow struo-- t

re its cubical capacity. If these di-

mensions are in feet or inches, the con-
tents found are respectively cubic feet
or inches. 2. Two heaped bushels of
ears will make a struck bushel of shelled
corn. 3. The cubic foot contains 5,728
cubic inches, a struck bushel 2,150 cu-
bic inches, and a heaped bushel 2,750
cubic inches. From these data almost
any person can deduce rules for meas-
uring a crib of corn. Thus a rule in
common use, viz., take cubic feet found
and divide by twelve, gives a barrel of
corn five bushels to a barrel, a measure
universal in the south is founded upou
the fact that a little less than two and
one-ha- lf cubic feet of ears make one
bushel of shelled corn (4,300 cubic
inches of ears make 2,150 of shelled
grain). It is a very safe method, con-
sidering thfct there is a vast difference
in the yield of various kinds of corn,
to reduce the contents of the crib to
heaped bushels, and then shell one of
these bushels and weigh the prodirct.
It is an easy matter then to arrive at
the value of a crib of corn within a
very small fraction.

The Etruscan museum of Florence
has lately been enriched by the acquisi-
tion of a beautiful marble sarcophagus,
found in a tomb at Tarquini, in the
Marerue, the sides of which are fres-
coed in the highest style of Grecian
art, with a battle of Amazons and kin-
dred subjects. Some of the heads are
wonderfully fine in expression and the
horses and general action most vividly
spirited. The museum paid 23,000
francs for it. Next to the " Muse of
Cortona," it. is, perhaps, one of the
most precious of modern fiads.
